trey, and ſpoyle all chat pare of the Countrey adjoyning 
to Shropſhire. When they had got what,was co be had 
there, they ſought freſh quarters upon that part of Che- 
ſhire, wich borders on Staffordſhire, where they were 
at their old trade of plundring very buſily, 

Sir Wilian Brereton with ſome Lancathire forces 
camein to ourayde,drew upto Sandbach;but upon the 
cncmies appearance ( apprehending themlelves too 
weake to encounter ſo great a power) they left that 
place to their enemies, and fell dowa to Middlewich), 
three miles lower. The enemy encouraged thus far,fell

There was an(wer rcturned to this at the gate by word of 
mouth, that the Towne was kept by us for the uſe of the 
Kingand Parliament, and by their ſpeciall direions 3 and 
that we were reſolved to keep it againſt him and his Forces, 
ſo long as it pleaſed God to enable us. This was ſaid openly 
to ſatisfic the Souldiers,at which they gave up a great ihour, 
and great joy was thorqiour all the Guards , and all the

enemies, They ſhot cold and fierie bullets into the Towne

There are with us 
of them deadly wounded Officers & fouldiers 18, One 
of their own party reports they loſt in the aſſault 308 
men: but we now underſtand they loſt and had wounded

KE deſire to communicate to your ſelf, and to 
—* our friends, in what manner the Lord of 
Hoſts was pleaſed to manifeſt himſelf in our preferya- 
tion (even miraculouſly) from the bloody Hands of a 
cruell and mercileſſe Enemy, intreating you rojoyn 
with us in returning Prayers to his Sacred Name. 

Sir, We drew forth the laſt week ro meet Derby 
Forces upon a Deſigne, which failing, we marched ro 
Mawsfield, and in our retrear, we ſequeſtred ſome of the 
Goods of the Lord Byroys, at Newſed ; whereof Colo- 
nell Fretchvile, and Colonell Humbleck having notice, 
they being then plundering about Felſey, with three 
Troops fell upon us in Our retreat , but our Horſe and 
Dragoons 
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Pragoons facing about, engaged them, and we rook 
one:Fammot a Walloow, Captain Lievienant, or Major 
ro Colonell. Frerchvile; with three more; Killed one. 
Lievtenant, and'a Cornet, with'fome others; wound- 
ed both the Colonells, with many more, and but two 
men” of ours wounded, whereof one dyed (fince. In 
revengewhereot, oh Tuefday morning laſt , the Ene- 
my gave fis at Alarum, and about-ſeven of rhe clock 
approached neer the Town , and being betwixt rwo 
and three thouſand Horfe and Foot, beat in our men, 
and. the-Eortifications of the Town 'betmpimperfe,. 
entredir, and forc't our Horſe and Foot into the, Ca- 
ſtle, wethen immediately put Muskets into the hands 
of our Troopers,and-by : Sl ſome-faor, poſſeſſed 
our ſelves of ſome Houſes, which played into the 
Market place; and ſome other parts'of the Town ; 
then we ſallyed out with moſt of our Foot, conſidering, 
if we did not make a deſperate adventure, we were in 
very great hazard; ſo we fell upon'the Enemy in ſeve- 
eall Houſes; killed: divers of them in'the ſtreets, in 
which Gods power did wonderfully appear, for in one 
Houſe three'or four of our men took ſixreen', and.in 
another, two took f1x, andthelike was done in divers 
places; whereby ir pleated God to ſtrike the Enemy 
with ſuch @terrour, that they” preſently fled, and'we 
purſuing them ont-of the' Works, took about eighty 
Prifonets; about two hundred: Arms, killed above 
ewenty In'the Town , beſides '\many who dyed in the 
rareat, as we hear above'fifey, and very many ran” 
fromrheir- Colours; and 'fome'came to us with 'their* 
Arms, inall (according to out Intelligence) the Ene- 
my loſt neerthree hundred men and Arms; in'which 
ſervice weloft but one Boy, twomwereſlightly'wound- 
ed: and not one taken Pritoner. Sir

they loſt but'three men, and that they were command - 
ed away by ſevexall Packets, and others .of the hkena- 
ture; yetſomeof their Commanders who:were inge- 
nuous, did at Se-#/hwell, upon their retreat, confeſſe, 
Thar they had been upon moſt Deſignes with Prince 
Repert ; yet did never ſee hotter ſervice, nor more ex- 
ecution done with Ordnance. We having this expe- 
rience of Gods dealing with us, hope it will encourage 
us. and all others, engaged in this Cauſe, to continue.
